the school board shall pay, from school funds, the expenses
incurred by the teachers or other enployees in obtaining the
certificate.

If, by reason of any change in the boundaries of school
districts, or by reason of the creation of a new school
district, the enploynment of a teacher is transferred to a new
or different board, the accunulated sick |eave of such
teacher is not thereby lost, but is transferred to such new
or different district.

For purposes of this Section, "imediate famly" shall
i nclude parents, spouse, br ot her s, sisters, chi | dren,
grandparents, grandchildren, parents-in-law, brothers-in-Iaw,
sisters-in-law, and |egal guardi ans.
